ORDINANCE NO. 319 
VN ORDINANCE OF THE 
BOARD OK TRUSTEES; ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE C1TYCOI N- 
<11., OF THE CITY OF SIER¬ 
RA MADRE REGULATING, 
TRU’FIC ON STURTEVANT 
DRIVE \ND PROHIBITING 
THE USE OF VEHICLES ON 
S\ ID STREET EXCEEDING 
THE MAXIMUM ftROSS 
WEIGHT OF 15,000 POUNDS 
\ND FIXING V PENALTY 
FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

The Board of Trustees, also 
known as the City Council of the 
City of Sierra Madre do ordain 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to use, drive 
nr propel any motor truck or 
trailer or commercial vehicle or 
vehicle of any kind exceeding a 
maximum gross limit of weight 
of 15,000 pounds in or along or 
upon any part of Sturtevant Drive 
in said City of Sierra Madre be¬ 
tween the easterly line of Moun¬ 
tain Trail Avenue and the wester¬ 
ly line of Woodlawn Drive pro¬ 
longed Southerly across said Stur¬ 
tevant Drive.
